ROAD BUILDING 
RECORDS BROKEN 


Nearly 40 Miles of Durable Con­ 
struction C ompleted to 
May 12th. 


Up to Saturday, May 12, the State 
Highway Department had completed 
39.44 miles of durable construction in 
various parts of the Commonwealth. 
This figure is more than double the 
total construction for the same per­ 
iod in 1920, 
Up to the second week of 
June, 1919, the construction totaled 
15 miles. 
Up to may 12 the Maintenance Di­ 
vision 
of the Highway 
Department 
had resurfaced 108 miles of macadam 
roadway. T hat figure was reached in 
1920 on July 17, while in 1919 it was 
rea< hex! on June 28. 
Oil Records broken 
Up until last Saturday the Mainten­ 
ance Division of the Department had 
completed the surface treatment of 9 
miles of roadway. The year 1919 was 
the banner year for the Department 
in 
oiling 
operation, 
9 miles being 
reached on May 24. 
In 
1920 the 9- 
mile figure was not reached until June 
5. 
The Maintenance Division is m ak­ 
ing an effort to complete the oiling of 
every mile of main traveled highway 
in Pennsylvania prior to July 4th. The 
roads between Philadelphia and Dela­ 
ware W ater (Jap will have been sur­ 
face treated at least four or five days 
befoie Decoration Day. 
Many Contracts Let 
At the close of the 1920 construc­ 
tion season the Department had under 
way 
construction 
on 407 
miles of 
thoroughfare on which it was not pos­ 
sible to finish the work before cold 
weather. 
Since that time and up to 
May 17, contracts for an additional 
162 miles 
of durable 
thoroughfare 
have been let by the Department. 
In 
other words, there are now in course 
c»f completion 
019 miles 
of durable 
roadway. 
During the 1919 and 1920 construc­ 
tion seasons the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment completed OOO miles of durable 
road. 
This consisted of either one- 
course concrete, concrete with a bitu- 
niinoua wearing surface or concrete 
with a brick wearing surface. 
Mileages on Highway Signs. 
Direction signs of the Department, 
which 
heretofore 
were 
black and 
white in color, will hereafter lie yel­ 
low' and black, the base of the sign 
tieing yellow and the lettering black. 
The maintenance forces throughout 
the State are now on this 
change. 
There i* also lie mg painted on each of 
these signs the mileage to the towns 
and cities named thereon. 
This has 
never l>een done liefore in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania.
